CHINESE IMMIGRATION 


Frank Pislay, one of the San Fran- 


cisco Commissioners, now in Wash- 
ington, advocating immediate action 
by the Federal Government, to pre- 
vent the immigration of Mongolian 
criminals and coolies to this country, 
is doing very effective service. He 
has had interviews with the Presi- 
dent, Secretary of State, Attorney 
General, and other prominent per- 
sons, with a view of securing their 
influence and securing favorable ac- 
tion upon the subject. A day or two 
ago Pixloy made an argument on the 
question before the Senate Foreign 
Belations Committee. 
The promi- 


nent points made by Pixley were: 
there had been a great, change of sen 
tiruent on this question in California; 
that the people had been disappoint 
ed in realizing any benefits from the 
presence of the Chinese in Califor- 
nia; that the Chinese interfere with 
the best interest of the Pacific Coast, 
and that their influence is demoraliz 
ing to the community in which they 
resHc. He represented that in the 
heart of San Francisco there were 
40,000 Chinese, presenting a dis- 
graceful spectacle of squalor, filth, 
disease, poverty and crime; that of 
the number 10,000 were criminals 
and 20,000 were prostitutes; that 
Cuiua embraced five hundred mil- 
lions of people, the United States 
forty millions, and the Pacific States 
about one million; that the cost of 
passage from China to San Francisco 
is less that from Mississippi to Cali- 
fornia, and that Chinese immigration 
threatened to overwhelm the Pacific 
Coast, to destroy its industries and to 
imperil its prosperity. It was ex 
plained that health and police regu 
lations could not be enforced in San 
Francisco, because the penalty of 
imprisonment was a welcome relief 
to the Chinese, who fount! the coin- 
forts of the County Jail superior to 
their ordinary life; that these vicious 
and idle classes are rapidly multiply- 
ing, and threatens to become a bur- 
den and a pest to the State and city 
governments; tbnt the Chinese are 
monopolizing all lighter industries, 
aucl driving the labor class to extreme 
'want; that they are mostly adult 
males, capable of living upon a little 
rice and tea and dried fish, and that 
the white laborer could not compete 
with them and earn enough to sup- 
port and educate his children; that 
the strain upon the laboring classes 
is so severe that there is danger of 
violence and bloodshed. Mr. Pixley 
claimed that ho represented the pop- 
ular opinion of all the intelligent and 
respectable classes upon the Pacific 
Const; that it was an intelligent pub- 
lic opinion, formed by actual obser- 
vation of the Chinese for twenty-five 
years, and was entitled to great con- 


Alter considerable 'dallying, the 


prodneers-of bullion in Storey county 
have paid the State taxes, but under 
protest.

On Sept. 4th it was 


transferred to Bordentown, N. J. 
We now quote from the framed ex- 
planation hung upon the engine: 
'On arrival at Bordentown, it was 
transferred from the sloop on which 
it had been brought from Philadel- 
phia, by means of wagons to tha 
only piece of permanent track of the 
Catmlen and Amboy Bailroad Co., 
then completed, about three-quarters 
of a mile in length, and about one 
mile distant from Bordentown. The 
machinery was then pnt together, 
and a tender constructed from a 
whisky hogshead placed on a small 
four-wheeled 
platform 
car which 


had been used by the contractor in 
the construction of the road. 
The 


connection between the pump of the 
locomotive and the tank was made 
by means of a leather hose fitted up 
by a shoemaker in Bordentown. The 
locomotive was first put in steam 
September 15th, and several trial, 
trips were made before the first pub- 
lic trial on the l'2th day of Novem- 
ber, 1832 —Isaac Dripps acting as
